Sr. PETERSBURG, Aug. 80.—There will be 
150,000 men engaged in the Russian autumn 
maneuvers. It is stated that Emperor Wil- 
liam intimated his desire to witness these 
maneuvers, the most important of the year, 
but that the Czar politely but firmly conveyed 
the ideathatno foreign potentate would be 
granted that privilege. 


Central American Affairs. 


Crrr or Mxxico, Aug. 30.— President Ba- 
rilias’ cabinet resigned yesterday in a body to 
show their disapproval of his action in sign- 
ing the treaty of peace with Salvador. The 
President will form anew cabinet at once. 
Gen. Martin Barrundia, the revolutionist of 
San Jose, Guatemala, was shot and killed by 
Government officers last Monday. It was 
known Barrundia was on board an 
American steamer passing and the 
port captain with a guard boarded the 
boat and demanded the fugitive. Capt. Pitt, 
after being shown papers for his arrest, con- 
ducted the party to Barrundia’s cabin. Bar- 
rundia was informed the captain had given 
Filled with rage and desperate Bar- 
rundia opened fire on the party, but only gave 
one shot when he fell pierced with a dozen 
bullets. His body was taken asbore. 


About Gen. Boulanger. 


Paris, Aug. 80,—The Voix du Peuple pub- 
lishes a letter from Gen. Boulanger in ref- 


actions during the periods when he com- 
manded a French army corps and was Minis- 
ter of War, in which he deciares that he has 
been treacherously misrepresented, but says 
that the moment fortelling the whole truth 
has not yet arrived. The same paper states 
that Gen. Boulanger hadan interview with 
Count de Paris last September. 

The Figaro to-day charges Gen. Boulanger 
with promising tosupport aprojectfor the 
restoration of the monarchy and with intend- 
ing to betray the country. 

M. Rochefort publishes his declaration that 
no one connected with the Intransigeant ever 
received a sou from the treasury of the Bou- 
langists. Count Dillon, he adds, had an- 
nounced his fortune to be at the disposal of 
the Boulangist cause, and no reason, there- 
fore, existed for the supposition that the Roy- 
alists supplied its adherents with money. 

The Figaro has received a request from the 
Duchess of Uzes that her name be not con- 
nected with matters pertaining to the Bou- 
langer affair. The request is couched in per- 
emptory terms. ° 


The Seizure of the Mattie C. Dyer. 


VICTORIA, British Columbia, Aug. 30.— The 
sealing schooner Mattie C. Dyer arrived here 
yesterday afternoon from the Nortb for re- 
pairs. She was seized at Ounalaska, June 18, 
by the United States Deputy Collector Em- 
mons, the schooner having gone in there in 
distress on the day previous. Capt. Mackler 
informed the authorities that he had not 
transgressed the sealing laws nor offenfied 
the customs regulations. When the 
case was brought before the court 
it was dismissed, the judgment being that 
the vessel had been seized for probable cause. 
The vessel had seventy-seven seal skins on 
board, all of which were returned except 
three when, taken to Sitka. The schooner was 
put ashore and grounded, when the officers 
went through her. The Captain and crew 
were taken ashore and confined in the old 
Baranff Castle, where they were kept for 
three weeks. The authorities took away the 
skins, sails and all vessel findings. The 
grounding has caused her to leak badiy, and 
she came here to be overhauled. The Cap- 
tain says the seals seized had been taken at 
least thirty miles from any shore on the North 
| Pacific and that the man who made the seiz- 
ure was a new official. 


Disastrous Floods. 
VIENNA, Aug. 30.—The River Rhine has over- 


4 ‘flowed its banks and inundated Vorarlburg, 
the extreme western district of the Austrian 


Emplre. In that district the villages of Al- 
bach, Hohenems, Hoech, Lustenau and Fues- 
sach have been flooded, and a number of 


| bridges have been swept away by the flood. 


Many lives are reported lost. The heavy rains 
continve throughout Switzerland. Im the 
canton of Grisons numbers of bridges have 
been swept away, and pestal communication 
with the towns and villages of the canton has 
been suspended, the roads having been ren- 
dered impassable bya landslip on the St. 
Gothard range. The Alpine district of Ariber- 
gis is also cut off. 


The Liquor Traffic in South Africa. 


LONDON, Aug. 80.—Gen. Jubert, the noted 
leader of the Boers, represents in an in ter- 
view that terrible misery has been caused 
among the natives of South Africa by the 
iiquer traffic. The General says that in 1884 he 
warned King Umbandine of Swazziland that 
gold coneessions and drink would destroy the 
country. Umbandine did not heed the warn- 
ing and three years laterhe wasa hopeless 
drunkard. Disease and drunkenness are 
making havoc among the native tribes, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the missionaries.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


CLAIMS AGAINST THE GOVERNMFNT ARIS- 
ING UNDER THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 


Bills for Their Adjustment Discussed in the 
House—Acts Signed by the lresident— 
Reciprocity Favored— Edmunds Kesolu- 
tion—The Harrison Party—Tariff Debate 
in the Senate—Washington News. 


WasSHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 30.—The House 
this morning devoted an hour to debate on 
the bill for the adjustment of the accounts of 
laborers, workmen and mechanics arising 
under the elght hour law. The measure was 
earnestly advocated by Caruth of Kentucky, 
Dingley of Maine, Covert of New York, Mor- 
rill of Kansas, Flower of New York, Wade of 
Missouri, Reilly of Pennsylvania, Osborne of 
Pennsytvania and Farquhar of New York. 

Mr. Chipman of Michigan characterized the 
bill as a makesbift, a ‘‘good-enough’’ Morgan 
until after the election. Is meant nothing, it 
would do nothing, andin his opinion it was 
intended todo nothing. Instead of sending 
the claims to the Court of Claims, Congress 
should send them to the various departments 
for computation, and then Congress should 
make the necessary appropriations. He 
would vote forthe bill because the laboring 
men seemedto desire it, but he thought that 
they should have asked for a stronger meas- 
ure. 

Mr. Brewer of Michigan took substantially 
the same view. He asserted that the men who 
had worked in the navy yards had entered 
into a contract withthe Government to work 
ten hoursand had been paid for ten hours’ 
works. To say that they took the work under 
protest and that they ought to be repaid for 
the extra two hours was too ridiculous an 
argument to be presented in this 
body. Too true was it that the great 
body of the people to-day had 


seomingly come to the conclusion that the 
government in some way hasa duty to per- 
form in supporting the people, instead of the 
people supporting the government. They 
seemed to think that there was in this capital 
city a fountain of wealth which poured forth 
greenbacks, gold and silver m untold quan- 
tities and that it was the duty of Congress to 
so legislate that this morey should be divided 
among the people and this was the reason 
that they were asking for special legislation. 


Pacific Railways Funding Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 80.—A minority 
report on the joint Pacific Railroads funding 
bill was submitted to the House to-day by 
Representatiye Dalzell of Pennsylvania, the 


chairman of the Pacific Railroads Committee. 
The bill covers the Central Pacific and Union 
Pacific roads. The report, which is signed by 
five members, says that while the minority 
agree in their opposition to the proposed 
measure, their agreement is based on differ- 
ent reasoas, and it has been deemed advisa- 
ble therefore to refrain from individual views 
and to join in a report which shall simply ex- 
press the common dissent of all to the ma- 
jority bill. 

Continuing, the report says that some mem- 
bers of the minority are clearly of the opinion 
that legislation iooking to the refund. 
ing of the Pacific Raliiroad debt 
to the Government is premature 
at this time, and that changes that may occur 
in the financial situation between the present 
time and 1897—when the debt will mature— 
may prove any action taken at this time to 
have been unwise. Funding acts can as well 
be passed, says the report, years hereatter 
the Govern- 
ment and its debtors can be intelligently 
grasped. The opinion prevails with some 
members of the minority, it is stated, that the 
history of Pacific Railroad construction and 
management is such as to render it 
improper that the Government shouid 
enter into composition with the 
railroad 8 The minority are 
unanimous in the opinion that the railroad 
companies are not justified in asking any ar- 
rangement upon business principles, except 
upon the basis that they shall pay the utter- 
most farthing of their debt. They are 
not satisfied that the true don- 
dition of the railroad companies has 
been frankiy and honestly presented 
to them and are clearly of opinion, they state, 
that the majority bill does secure to the United 
States all ought to have or thatthe com- 
panies are able to pay. All agree, says the 
report, that as a plain business proposition, 
the bill reported gives an unjust advantage to 
the debtors and fails to do justice to the gov- 
ernment, and for that reason they feel them- 
selves compelled to oppose its passage.

egriculturists and manufacturers of this 
country.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 80.—Mr. Morgan 
presented resolutions of a colored mass- 
meeting in Birmingham, Ala., against the 
passage of the Federal election bill.

Mr. Hawley replied to some of, Mr. Daniel’s 
allusions to the decay in connection with 
agriculture and reminded him that the ten- 
dency of population toward tewns and cities 
was common in all States and Unions. 
The effects of that tendency were modified 
by keeping up manufactures, without 
which the population of Connecticut 
would be reduced. He was con- 
that there were more landhold- 
ers in Connneoticut now than there used to be. 
The land was increasing in value and the 
population of the State had grown since the 
census of 1880 by 118,000. The moneyin sav- 
ings banks (a fair indication) was growing 
year by year. 

Mr. Daniel explained that he had only al- 
luded to the decay of farming interests in 
Connecticut to rebut the argument that high 
tariffs created home markets for the farmer. 

Mr. Dawes refered to what he called the 
‘‘logical inconsistency of the Senator from 
Virginia,’’ who said that the high tariff on 
wool of 1867 had had the effect of depreciating 
the wool growth of the United States, both in 
quantity and value. But after that there was 
not a woel grower in the country that asked 
to have that pelicy abandoned or who did not 
know that its abandonment would be ruinous. 

Mr. Daniel asked Mr. Dawes why hides were 
not protected lo the bill as well as wool. 

Mr. Dawes declined to be diverted from his 
position by such an interrogatory. [Laughter 
onthe Democratic side.] He wanted an an- 
swer to his own question, how it was that the 
wool-grower wanted to maintain a tariff; the 
effect of which wasto reduce the price of his 


wool, and that the wool manufacturer wanted | 


to abandon a tariff, the effect of which was to 
redace the cost of his raw material. Either 
they were both fools or the Senator from Vir- 
ginia was led astray by assorted statistics. 

Mr. Aldrich appealed to Senaters on both 
sides to let the vote be taken without further 
debate, and said if better progress were not 
made some oftbe most important questions 
an in the bill could not be discussed at 
all.

FELL FROM A BALLOON, 


Terrible Fate of a Young Mana at 
Woodfield, O.—Casualties. 


WoOopFIELD, O., Aug. 30— Yesterday was the 
last day of the fair bere and more than 10,000

Hundreds of persous shouted 
for him to drop, but Redin was either entan- 
gled or had ost his head, and he clutched 
frantically at the rope, attempting to cilmb 
up the slender line into the basket. A num- 
ber of women in the dense crowd fainted and 
ali the spectators grew sick with horror as 
the balloon sailed upward and began moving 
southward. Carter could be seen making | 
desperate efforts to draw Redim up the rope 
on which be swung to and fro. For tully ten 
minutes their efforts continned and then, at a 
height of over one thousand feet, the balloon 
took a sudden iurch. Redin’s hold was loos- 
ened and his body shot downward. It was 
found halfamile away. The clothing was 
torn off, allhis bones broken aud the body 
crushed out of all human semblance. Redin’s 
brothers and sisters were in the throng aad 
saw his terrible fall.

OBSTRUCTIONS FOUND ON THE CENTRAL 
ROAD NEAR ALBANY. 


Done by the Pinkertons—An Exagger- 
ated Account Sent Out—Battle of the

How It May End—Labor News. 


ALBANY, N. T., Aug. %0.—A dastardly 
attempt to wreck passenger trains was made 
at 20’clock this morning near Karners, about 
seven miles west of this city. By almost a 
miracle, the Chleago express, heavily laden 
with passengers and going at lightning speed, 
was brought to a standstill within twenty fees 
of a pile of heavy ties and railroad iron 
placed acrosa the track. The tracks at this 


ton men, but somehow the train wreckers 
passed the guard and laid the trap behind 
the shelter of one of the numer 
ous freight trains stalled at that 
point. The attempt was made in «a 
most systematic way for both the switchman 
and a Pinkerton guard were locked up in 
their houses. Atabout five minutes of the 
time the train is due the switeman started to 
leave the shanty but found himself a prisoner.

A 
coupling pin was dropped in between the 
tracks of aswitch and a freight train was de- 
railed. Traffic was delayed for five hours. _ 

At the Delaware 4 Hudson yard this morn- 
ing detectives found a coupling pin placed on 
a track so as to threw a train off.

A PECULIAR DISEASE. 


SOUTHERN KANSAS OATTLE SUFFERING 
FROM AN UNKNOWN AILMENT. 


Disagreement Ameng Veterinarians As to Its 
Nature—Strict Quarantine Regulations 
Adopted—Hew the Disease Is Supposed 
te Spread—The Indias Territory Cattle 
Believed to Be Responsible. 


HI authorities of Kan- 
* sas are feeling great 

{anxiety on account of a 

| jdlecease that bas recent- 
ly made itself manifest 
in the southern part of 
the State, and which 
has proved to be ter- 
ribly destructive,’’ said 
A. R. Hughes ef Abi- 
lene, Kan., who is 
stopping at the Lindell. 
The disease has ap- 
peared within the last 
four weeks; at least it 
had not assumed any 
serious form before that 
time, although there 
were numerous reports 
that something was 
wrong. Such reports, however, are con- 
stantly arising, and little was thought of them 
until a very short time ago. 


A PECULIAR AILMENT. 

„During the first part of the month a num- 
ber of cattle died inthe northern section of 
the State, but as the ranges were over- 
crowded, owisgtoan influx of cattle from 
the Indian Territory that had been sent 
across the line in obedience te orders of the 
Interior Department, and as the dreuth had 
greatly curtailed the supply of water, the 
losses were ascribed to these facts. Within 
the past ten days, however,the number of 
deaths has increased very greatly and 
hundreds of cattle that have had plenty of 
feed and water are effected, so that there is 
no longer any Goubtthat some distemper is 
among them. At Newton deaths to the 
extent of over 3,000 have deen 
reported, and more than siz thousand cattle 
are more or less affected, most of them 
seriously. Just what the digease is or how it 
is contracted are subjects on which there is 
much difference of opinion. Some veterina- 
rians pronounce the disease to ve aform of 
Texas fever; others consider it murrain of a 


peculiar kind, such as has not been known 
on our Western ranges, dry murrain, I be- 
lieve, they call it. It is more immediately 
fatal than ordinary Texas fever, but from ail 
that I cam learn bears a very close resem biance 
to that diaease, although it spreads more 
rapidly. 


A PUZZLING QUESTION. 

How itis communicated is a mooted point. 
It is reasonabiy certain that herds can be in- 
fected that have had no communleat ion with 
cattic from outside of the State, as the disease 
has appeared im pastures that are entirely 
under fence, and into which nocattie have 
been introduced fora years past. This fact 
very seriously complicates the situation, and 
has led to an exeeedingly strict quarantine 
being enforced against cattle from 
a number of southern counties, irrespective 
ef whether they have been exposed to con- 
tagion or not. Many are inclined to the be- 
lief that the germs of the disease are carried 
by the streams, and that isolation does no 
gvod. Itisa well-known fact that cattle de- 
velop Texas fever, and especially big-jaw, if 
allowed to graze over ranges previously oc- 
cupied by stock afflicted by these diseases, 
but there haye heretofore beer no well au- 
thenticated cases of distempers being spread 
by running water. The troubie is believed to 
have originated with the Indian Territory cat- 


tle. 
QUARANTINE REGULATIONS, 

There are, as far as we cam learn, no symp- 
toms of disease in the Cherokee strip, but 
that proves nothing, as it is a well-known 
fact that cattle en a drive will develop all- 
ments to which they would never bave been 
subjected if they had stayed on their ranyes. 
The fatigue and lack of food and water to 
which the cattle were subjected om the drive 
to the Kansas line were admirably 
calculated to bring about disease, and those 
who have studied most closely the distemper 
trace it to the imported stock. A severe 
quarantine will be enacted against Indian 
Territory steck, and the Kansas men will per- 
mitnone of their cattie thatare suspicious 
to leave the State. as by so doing they would 
injure the reputation of all Kansas stock. 
The feeling, we may state, is strongly in favor 
ef allowing Indian Territory men to delay 
their departure from the Cherokee strip until 
Winter.

ALIVE WITH A BROKEN NECK, 


A Strange Case That Has Puzzled the Sur- 
geons. 


In the corridor of the Laclede Hotel s 
man was seen this morning who had 
passed through an experience which 
would have proved fatal to the 
great majority of mankind. On the IIth of 
July, 1889, F. J. Woodward of Denison, Tex., a 


conductor on the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 
fell from the top of a freightcar. He was 
picked up in an unconscious cendition, and 
on examination it was found that the verte- 
brae of hie neck had been disiecated. He 
was conveyed the rallroad hospital 
at San where t was 
thought would ale but 
contrary to the universal opinion of doctors, 
he survived; and le now able to move abont 
with comparative freedom. While the yerte- 
bre were distorted, the continuity of the 
spinal cord was not seriously intertered 
with, and after Woodward had been bed- 
ridden for almostavear the physicion con- 
trived 1 support for bis head 
which. bas enabled him to move 
with almost as much case as if nothing had 
happened. Without the support his head is 
liable to drop either forward or backward, but 
as long as it is kept in an upright position he 
#xperiences comparatively little Ineonveni- 
ence. Around bis chim twe strong elastic 
bandages are passed, which are fastened 
to a wire support resting on his 
shoulders. Above his head a semicircular 
wire is passed which holds in place a disc 
that alds to keep the neck in place. Mr. 
Woodward states that his general health is 
good, but that he is of course prevented by 
his injury from engaging in any active busi- 
ness. The object of bis visit is to ascer-

The Peeple of Higginsvilie, Mo., 
Short Work ef a Desperado. 


HIGGINSVILLE, Mo., Aug. 30.—Two funerals 
will take place at the little tewn of Mayview, 
five miles west of here. One ot them will be 
that of E. F. Parker, ex-postmaster, who was 
murdered, and the ether of Will Walters, 
murderer, who was lynched.

A rope was put areund 
his peck and he was marched to the nearest 
tree. There he confessed and said he nad 
gambled all his money away and had mur- 
dered Parker to rob him. When bis story was 
finished he was hauled up four or five feet and 
the rope tied to the tree.

EXTENDING Sr. LOUIS TRADE. 


A manager of a large wholesale * goods 
house in reference to this matter said: ‘‘I 
have been obliged not only to watch my own 
business closely, but also to keep an eye on 
what was being done in other lines, and have 
thus obtained no little insight into tbe situa- 
tion. Noone who is at all well informed on 
the subject can fail to see that St. 
Louis has been reaching out in all 
directions, and extending its field of opera- 
tions. We bave long had the preponderance 
in Northern Texas, but this year we have 
added Southern Texasto our tributary terri- 
tory, most seriously cutting In On the trade of 
Gaiveston. So great have been our advances 
in this respect that the Galveston merchants 
have made a formal appeal to the railroads 
asking that a change of rates be made 80 
that they can compete with St. Louis 
in Southern Texas. They do not 


claim that the rates are more favorable to this 
city than when Galveston practically con- 
trolled the trade of that section, but they say 
that owing to the advances made by St. ulis 
they cannot sell goods in their own territory 
unless they receive assistance from the rail- 


roads. 
GREAT INCREASE IN SALES. 

„This admission is proof pesitive of the 
manner in which this city has 
manifested its enterprise. The rea- 
sons given are that the merchants of 
this city are willing to do business on a much 
smaller margin of profit than during previous 
years, and that, therefore, they are occupy- 
ing territory that was formerly supplied from 
other points. This year we have sold goods 
to points in Southern Texas that have not pre- 
viously been touched by us. The extension 
ofourtrade in the Southwest is only what 
might have been expected, but in two other 
directions our merchants have made advances 
that were hardly to be anticipated. The pur- 
chases from Northern Kansas, which formerly 
was largely supplied from Chicago and Kansas 
City, are larger this year by from 75 to 
125 per cent than they ever were before. In 
Iowa and Southern Nebraska the gain is not 
so great, butisstillvery considerable. This 
gain is made at the expense of Chicago ard is

„„This spring a great many merchants from 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Southern Indiana and 
Southern Ohio came to this eg, 4 to buy goods 
who bad previously been in the habit 
ot obtaining their supplies from Cincia- 
nati, Louisville and Nashville. The influx 
from this quarter for the fall trade includes 
not only almost all of these who come here in 
the spring, but hundreds of others. The rea- 
son that they give for their change in the base 
of supplies is that the line of goods carried in 
this city is larger than in the markets to 
which they formerly resorted, and that their 
customers demand a seer variety and 
better qualities than have formefly been 
called for. Nothing is more marked in the 
territory tributary to St. Louis than the great 
Increase in prosperity and the en- 
largement of the expenditures of 
those who buy from this market. 
Scarcely a country merchant has come here 
this fall who has not increased his orders by 
fully 50 per cent, and never has it deen so easy 
to make collections. Long credits are seldom 
asked, aud a great part of the business is done 
on a cash or thirty-day basis. This enables 
merchants to sell on closer margins and thus 
to extend their trade by lowering prices. Al- 
together the outlook is better than it ever was 
before.’’

The wonderful energy, resources 
and pluck which rebuilt Chieago so splen- 
didly after the great fire, and which 
Congress counted on to guarantee the 
completion of grand preparations for the 
fair in 1892, seem to be utterly wanting, 
to the great disappointment ofthe coun- 
try. One-fourth of the scant time allotted 
for the gigantic preparations necessary 
has been allowed to slip away unim- 
proved, and withoutany action looking to 
the improvement of the remainder. The 
site squabble alone progresses, and always 
in the direction of quicksands and inter- 
minabie delays. 

Such protracted indecision and inaction 
was not expected from any of the compet- 
ing cities. It begins to look as if Chicago 
had obtained the location only to play the 
part of the dog in the manger. It is time 
the farce were ended, and when the 
directors meet again next Tuesday the 
country has aright to expect from them 
some decision, some action, which can be 
accepted as a guarantee of good faith. 
If Chicago is not going on with the work 
she ought to say so and let some other 
city undertake it.

ONE HUNDRED towns and cities of Wis- 
consin which contained 29 per cent of the 
population of that State in 1880, now con- 
tain 39 per cent of it.

ASBURY PARK’S SCANDAL 


THE EPISODE IN WHICH MRS. DANGER- 
FIELD FIGURED SO UNPLEASANTLY. 


The Stery ef Young Biunt’s Brutal Assault 
at the Cottage—Me Refuses to Talk 
When Interviewed at Brighten Beach— 
Something of the Histery of the Parties 
Invelved—The Dangerfield Family. 


EW YORK, Aug. 
30.—Mrs. Emme N. 
Dangerfield is the 
wife of Reverdy 
Dangerfiela of Al- 
exandria, Va., a 
member of one of 
the proudest end 
most ancient fam- 
ilies of that com- 
monwealth, anda 
grandsen (on his 
mother’s side) of 
Reverdy Johnson, 
twice Senator of 
the United States 
from Maryland, 
Attorney - General 
under President 
Taylor and Minister of the United States to 
Great Britain. Mrs. Dangerfield’s family bas 
been famous in both the army and navy of its 
country. Sheisa woman of striking beauty 
and has long been a conspicuous figure in the 
society of the national capital, Mrs. Dan- 
gerfield is atalland rather large, though not 
portly, woman of 45. She isa brunette, with 
attractive features and luxuriant hair. She 
is a musician of talent, an entertaining con- 
versationalist, and in every way an accom- 
plisned lady. 

At about midnight of last Tuesday Mrs. 
Dangerfield was attacked in the Asbury Park 
cottage where she has been a summer guest 
by Edmund C. Blunt of Washington, son of a 
well-to-do cement merchant of that city, but 
himself a young man of somewhat malodor- 
ous record for dissipation and brawling. He 
visited the cottage when obviously under the 
influence of liquor, demanded to see Mrs. 
Dangerfield, who, it would appear, had before 
been subjected to gossip because of her ac- 
quaintance with bim, was repuised by the 
lady of the house, but forced his way towards 
Mrs. Dangerfield’s room. She came out upon 
the landing im her dressing-gown, remon- 
strated with him vainly, and was brutally 
struck by him in the face and choked. She 
finally made her escape and was locked up in 
a summer house adjoining the cottage until a 
policeman could be found. Blunt was arrested 


and the next morning was fined $16 and costs 
by a local magistrate. Mrs. Dangerfield dis- 
appeared from Asbury Park that same morn- 
ing. 

THE SCENE AT THE COTTAGE. 

The story ofthe scene at the Park cottage 
is printed in full here this morning. Itis 
stated that Mrs. Dangerfield came to Asbury 
alone some three weeks aro and went to live 
at the cottage of Mrs. Engard. Mrs. Engard 
has lived here fifteen years, and only receives 
as guests, rather than boarders, a few friends 
each summer. Mrs. Dangerfield applied 
for room at ber oottage armed with 
the most unexceptional references, bring- 
ing letters from Mrs. Fitghugh and Mrs. Gar- 
roll, her aunts, who are well known in Wash- 
ington, and who are spending the summer 
here at the Curlew Heuse. The hotel was 
crowded when Mrs. Dangerfield arrived, so 
she could not put up there, and Mrs. Engard 
took her in. 

Last Thursday Miss Susie Wheat, aleo a 
Washington belle, called on Mrs. Danger- 
field. iss Wheat had just arrived from 
Newport. Soon after two gentiemen in a 
swell turnout drove up to the bouse, and 
Mrs. Dangerfield and Miss Wheat went away 
with them to the Monmouth Park races. 
They had not been gone long when Mr, Blunt 
dashed up to the house in a T cart. He rang 
the bell und the door was opened by Mrs. 
Engard’s married daughter. She saw ata 
glance that he had been drinking. I¢ was 
the first time he had ever called atthe house, 
so she asked whom he wished to see. 

„Mrs. Dangerfield. Is she in?’’ 

„No, she bas gone out, he was told. 

‘*Whom did she go out with?’’ 

„She went with a young lady. was the 
answer. * 

„Wers there any men with them?“ he per- 
sisted. 

The lady became alarmed by the wicked 
gieam in the man’s eye, so she answered, 
% NO. 


Does she ever have men call here or go out 
with her?’’ he asked more savagely. 

The now thoroughly frightened woman again 
answered inthe negative, whereupon Blunt 
said: ‘*Well, when she comes in tell her to 
wait. I want to see her,’’ and turning on bis 
heel he mounted his carriage and drove away. 
Mrs. Dangerfield, Mises Wheat and their es- 
corts returned about 7p.m. Mrs. Engard’s 
daughter spoke about Biunt’s visit, 

„Oh, God, is he here?“ she gasped. 

Mrs. Dangerfield and Mrs. Engard’s daugb- 
ter, with a young man, sat on the porch until 
about II o’clock, when Mrs. Dangerfield went 
to her room for the night. 

BLUNT’S BRUTAL ASSAULT. 

About ten minutes after 11 Blunt, on his T- 
cart, came dashing up to the door, greatly 
under the infiuence of liquor. Of Mrs. Eu- 
gard’s daughter, who was on the porch, he 
learned that Mrs. Dangerfield had retired. He 
demanded to see ner. Miss Engard went to 
call her and she agreed to come down whon 
dressed. Blunt fumed, and finally declared 
he would not wait, and, thrusting Miss En- 
— aside, bounded up the stairs. Mrs. 

angerfield, who had been at her door, 
banged it shut, and Biunt, not knowing 
which was her room, kicked inthe first door 
he reacheu, which was the room occupied by 
Mrs. Engard. Mrs. Engard screamed when 
he rushed into her room. Hecursed his mis- 
take, and, running across the hall, broke in 
another door, where a young married woman 
was cowering in terror with her baby. 

Again he uttered a string of oaths and got 
out. The third time he was successful in fina- 
ing Mrs. Dangerfield. As soon as he caught 
sight of her he clutched her by the throat and 
threw ner on the bed, attired as she was only 
in her night robe. Then he raised a chair, 
and with it beat hercruelly about the head, 
face and body.

Edmund C, 
Blunt ie described in the Washington city 
directory as a lawyer, but he has never prac- 
ticed much in the courts. It is not more than 
year o since young Blunt got into a 
wrangle in a drinking saloon and was shot by 
a gambier named Mauss, who was not only a 
rofessional gambler, but a fugitive from 
ustice atthetime. The quarrel was about a 
bet on a horse race and it must im fairness be 
said that the shooting was not unprovoked, 
for Biunt had threatened Mauss with 
a knife before Mauss drew his 
revolver. There was no i »preseention 
of the case, Blunt 2 recovered, 
When the correspondent called at the Das 
gerfield mansion in Alexandria yesterday, 
Dangerfield was not at home. He had left in 
the morning for Asbury Park to meet his wife. 
He knew nothing about the asssulte which 
Blunt is reported to have committed. If the 
reports of Blunt’s outrageous conduct at 
Asbury Park prove to be true it is obvious 
that Blunt might better have had any jury of 
twelve men in the country sit on his case than 
meet one of the Dangerfield brothers face to 
face. They do not make any threats, but they 
are men whose spirit is well known. 

Ed Jones, whose name Blunt assumed at 
Asbury Park, is weil known at Washington 
and beiones to a family of sporting men who 
are regarded as honorable In their professien. 
Whben seen here to-night be was very angry at 
the use that had been made of his name and 
declared he wonld bave redress. Mrs. Rever- 
dy Dangerfield is the mother of half a dozen 
ehildren. The recent occurrence at Asbury 
Park has started zossip here about the notice- 
able attentfon which she paid to Blunt when 
he was suffering from the pistol-shot wound a 
year ago.

LIFE IN NEW CALEDONIA, 


How Convicts Spend the Time—Stery ef a 
Frenchman Who Left the Island. 


New Tonk, Aug. 80.—Mr. F. Ordinair re- 
cently returned from a long sojourn in Cale- 
donia, the big island inthe Pacific, to which 
several thousand French criminals have been 
transported for their country’s good. It isa 
mistake, however, to suppose that many of 
these convicts spend their lives drudging 
away behind prison walls. If they behave 


themselves and do not try to escape, they are 
in time permitted to enjoy a good deai of lib- 
erty, live in cottages of their own outside the 
prisons, marry femaie convicts, and aequire 
more or less property. While in New Cale- 
donia Mr. Ordinair met a beautiful young 
French woman and her busband. They lived 
in good style, entertained bim bandsomely, 
and as they were not convicts their guest was 
curious to know how it happened that they 
were living insuch an out ef the way part of 
the world. They satisfied his curiosity, and 
later he heard the story they told from the 
French authorities on the island. About 
twenty years ago a wealthy Frenchman 
named Lamy was condemned to life imprison- 
ment in New Caledonia. Jt had been discov- 
ered that he had successively isoned two 
legitimate wives, and the public sentiment 
was that he was very lucky to save his head. 
His sentence was that be should be kept at 
hard labor. It happened that in his new 
home, being far awny from the French court 
that tried him, be was not confined very jong 
in the prison gang and 1 gaine 

many privileges. r. Ordinair hints that 
Lamy’s money was influential in making con- 
vict life easy and comfortable for him. At 
the end of ten years the wife polsoner was as 
free as anyone could be who was not per- 
mitted to go anywhere he pleased. He Wan- 
dered at willamong the settlements of New 
Caledonia, bought property in Nouema, the 
chief town of the island and started a ranch 
on which, before long, be had 2,000 head 
of oattle. He had other business 
and enjoyed all privileges of a 
free colonist except that he could not quit the 
island where he had been condemned to per- 
petual exile. But, of course, the thing he 
most desired was the complete freedom that 
was denied him. In spite of bis fortune and 
the comparative comfort he enjoyed, he made 
up his mind to 42 back to Europe it he could 
get there. One day he went to Novuema, wear- 
ing a very lugubrious face, and told the Gov- 
ernor of the penitenti administration that 
tiling him; if 4 od — 
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Lamy was now really a fugitive for he haa 
not the slightest intention of returning again 
to New Caledonia.

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MR. LONG ON FREE BOOKS. 


HE INSTRUCTS THE PRINCIPALS a8 TO 
HOW THEY ARE TO BE USED 


A Cali on the Children te Bring Their 014 
Beoks te Use Until the Board Gets Out 
of Ite Present Tangle—An Excellent Ad- 
dreas on the Belation of the Teacher to 


the Pupil. 


The annual meeting of the Principals of the 
public schools occurred inthe board room 
this morning and the usual matters which 
claim the attention of those gentlemen on 
such occasions were discussed together with 
that vexed and battered question, free books. 

The Principals came to receive instructions 
concerning the regulations under which the 
books were to be distributed and used and 
cared for and Supt. E. H. Long was 
there to Instruct them, but Mr. Long was much 
in the position of the darling preacher, 
who, in the midst of a tangled discourse, 
stopped and exclaimed: ‘‘Bretheren, when 
aman undertakesto deliver himself of that 
which he is not possessed thereof he involves 
himself in a lab-y-rinth from which itis im- 
possible to extricate himself therefrom.’’ The 
board has not yet given its instructions 
on the free book question and Mr. Long had a 
dificult time explaining to the Principals 
what they would have to do when the board 
did intreduce free books if they were intro- 
duced at all, aud under the regulations one 
would naturally suppose ought to govern 
sucha matter. He acquitted himself with 
skill, however, and to his credit be it said 
that the Principals are now better prepared 
to care for their part of the free book business 
than the board is to take care of its end. 

SUPT. LONG’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

When the principals assembled Mr. Long 
called the meeting to order and proceeded at 
onoe with the business of the day. He said 
there was more than usual cause for congrat- 
ulation this year. Every one seemed to be 
enjoying good health and every one was back 
in the old plaéé; there were no vacant chairs. 


The roll was called and Mr. Long then pro- 
ceeded with his instructions. He said that 
more than a year ago the Teachers Com- 
mittee issued instructions that no chil- 
dren should be received out of their 
districts. That rule he wanted vigorously 
enforced. If children from one district ap- 

lied for admission to a school in another, 
hey must be refused unless they bad a permit 
from the office. Of course the children who 
attended a school last year would be received 
this year whether they lived in or out of the 
district, but no new children from another 
district should be received without a permit. 
Principals should try to persuade children to 
go to thelr own school, but if applicants 
insisted upon admission to another school 
they must be sent to the office, where a per- 
mit weuld be issued or refused as the circum- 
stances of the case might dictate. 

The noon hour has been changed, in fact the 
whole afternoon session has been moved for- 
ward halt an hour. The hours now will be 
dinner bour from 12 o’ clock to 1 e’clock and 
school from 1 o’cloeck to 8:15 o’clock. Teach- 
ers and priscipals, in consequence of the 
shortening of the hour, would have to be on 
hand fifteen misutes instead of half an hour 
before schoo! opened. 

Mr. Long then sald he would take up a 
matter which under the circumstances he 
would rather not talk about, because it had 
not been settled by the board. He hoped 
nothing that be sald would be miseonstrued, 
because, acting under instructions, he 
would simply do bis best to inform the prin- 
cipals what they would bave to do in the case 
of free books. The board had passed a reso- 
lution to intreduce free books into the four 
lower grades. He did not doubt but that 
that resolution would be acted upon, but on 
account ofa delay it would be a few dayd be- 
fore the books could be obtained. Tha prin- 
cipals would therefore call upon the children 
to bring to school whatever books they had to 
tide over this time, and he thought that with 
these beoks and the indigent books which are 
now in the schools, they could get along until 
the board had taken action. The principals 
conld make their requisitions on the 
supply agent now, and he would furnish 
them with books as rapidiv as he could. 
Those books must not be taken home. Those 
were the instractions he bad received, and he 
communicated them tothe principals. They 
must be given out in the morning and col 
lected at noon and night. 

NOBODY'S FAULT. 

Mr. Long said behboped he would hear no 
complaints about the delay. It was nobody’s 
faultin particular, and everything would no 
doubt de done to supply the books atthe 
earliest possible moment. He would look to 
the principaisto prevent complaints among 
the teachers and scholars. There would be 
some from the people, but that could not be 
helped. 

The question was asked whether the books 
formerly placed in the Prinoipal’s hands for 
sale should now be sold. 

Mr. Long said to instruct the pupils that 
those whose parents wished to buy books 
were at liberty to doso. Those who wished 
books supplied to them could get them. The 
books which pupils will bring at the begin- 
ning, while waiting for the supplies, would 
be used by them afterwards. It was not the 
intention that children who had books should 
leave them at bome and get free books. 

Mr. Henning W. Prentice of the Hodgen 
pointed outa distinction which would neces- 
sarily be made between scholars. Those who 
buy ks or who already have them can take 
their books home. Those who are supplied 
with books cannot take them home. 

By general consent this question seemed to 
be left to the board andit was not discussed. 
Itisan important point, however, and one 
which will no doubt occupy the board’s at- 


tention. 
A PERTINENT QUESTION. 

Another very pertinent uestion was 
raised. The Primary Geography and Fourtn 
Reader are used half a year in the Fifth 
— and haifa year inthe Fourth. The first 

alf year they are free books, the second they 
must be bought or issued as indigent books, 


‘and it is the same with the spelling and music 


books, and with others 
from one grade to 

is liable to cause serious complications, 
but Mr. Long sald that he supposed 

the books would be furnished free the second 
half year, but that was a detail the board 
would no doubt settle. 

HOW TO HAND ILDREN. 

That ended the discussion of free books and 
Mr. Long said one other important point he 
wished to speak about was the attitade of 
teachers toward their scholars. The best way 
to get children to doathing is to make it a 
matter of principle. He believed in that 
because there was a moral aspect to it and be- 
cause it made the work easier and pleasanter 
for the teacher. If that idea prompted the 
teacher’s conduct toward the pupil, if a child 
was taught to study and behave be it 
ought to and it was right, the results would 
be far better and the discipline just as perfect 
as when lessons are learned under compa l- 
sien and the good nda ntorced 
rule, and the children Vould 
scholars and better men and WwW

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BLAINE’S NEW POLICY. 


His Speech in Favor of 
Mass-Mecting at Waterville, Me. 


WATERVILLE, Me., Aug. 80.— After being in- 
troduced asthe famous advocate of a pro- 
gressive tariff’’ toa mess-meeting here last 
night, Secretary Biaine said: 

I wish to declare tne opizion that the United 
States has reached apoint where one of its 
highest duties isto enlarge the ares ot its 
foreign trade. Under the beneficent policy, of 


protection we have developed a volume of 
manufactares which, ia many departments, 
overrun the demands of the home mar- 
kets. In the field of agriculture, 

the immense propulsion given in it 
agricultural implements, we Can do far 
more than produce breadstuffs and provisions 
for our own people; nor would it an am- 
bitious destiny for so great a country as ours 
to manufacture only what we can consume, 
or AN only what we can eat. Weare 
already, in many fabrics and ip many prod- 
ucts, far beyond tha and our great 
Gemand is expansion. mean expansion 
oftrade with countries where we can find 
profitable exchanges. We are not seeking 
annexations of territory. At the same time I 
think we should be unwisely content if we did 
not seek to engage in what the younger Pitt 
so well termed annexation of trade. * * * 
As lI have already intimated, I am here to 
speak of the expansion of our foreign trade, 
not by any novel process, not by any mode 
that will shock or distarb home industries, 
not by any mode that will invite our people to 
rash experiments, or that will launch us in 
doubtful and dangeroys investments. What 
Imeéanto speak of, briefly. is u system of 
— 1 — not in conflict with a protective 
tariff, dut r thereto, and pre- 
senting a field of enterprise that will richly 
repay the effort and ener of the American 
people. We shail nd it instructive 
and valuable to examine into the 
sources of our imports and the dea- 
tination of our exports, and to strike 
a balance between thetwo. Take last year— 
1889. In that year our whole exports to all the 
countries inthe three continents of Europe, 
Asia and Africa, and to Australia, Canada 
and Hawaii, amounted in round numbers to 
$658,000,000, and our imports from all these 
countries amounted in round numbers to 
$529,000,000, showing that from that vast trade 
we had a balance of 129.000, 000 in our favor, 
equivalent to that amount of gold among our 
people. But when all the accounts were 
closed, instead of having 3129, 000, 000 in our 
favor, we had a balance of $13,000,000 
against us from our foreign trade. We 
must therefore have lost $142,000,000 in our 
commerce with the countries outside of those 


| to which I bave referred. Wherecould we have 


found such a large adverse balance? Let me 
tell * We lost $41,000,000 in Cuba, from 
which our imports were $52,000,000 and to 
which our exports were only $11,000,000. Forty- 
one million isa pretty large sum to lose in 
one island ina single year. In the Republic 
of Brazil we lost $51,000,000. Our imports from 
Brazil were $60,000,000. Our exports to 
$9, 000, 000. In Mexico we 
Imports from Mexico 
were $21,000,000; our exports to Mexico were 
11,000,000. To sum it all up, our imports 
om the countries south of us, both insular 
and continental, on this hemisphere, were 
$216, 000, 000; our exports to them were $74,000, - 
000. The balance against us in our trade with 
those countries, therefore, is $142,000,000, ex- 
ceeding ourgains from ali the rest of the 
world by $13,000,000. By no figure of speech 
can we flatter ourselves into the belief that 
our trade with our American neighbors is in a 
prosperous condition. * * * During the 
war we were compeiled to tax almost ev - 
thin in the air, in the water on the 
earth and under theearth. The necessities 
of the Government were so great that we 
could allow scarcely anything to be imported 
without paying tribute, and 1 think so patri- 
otic man can deny that that was a wise policy. 
We were not then studying the philosophy of 
trade relations, but how to save the life of the 
nation. Money was the primal necessity and 
we seized it wherever we could reach it lav- 
fully. But 2 the last eighteen years a 
great change has been made. entirely bas 
the war tariff been abolished thatin the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1889, the articles admitted 
free were considerably more than one-third 
of all the im ports. 0 exact, 
the imported articles that paid duty 
exceeded $488,000,000 in value, and the Im- 
partes articles that paid no duty exceeded 
256,000,000 in value. The inevitable tendency 
is, 1 think, toward an increase of the free 
list. Our great mistake was made when we 
began to repeal the war duties on so large an 
amount of imports. Any duty repealed was a 
favor and an advantage to the exporting 
egal A and we have asked nothing in re- 
turn. Instead of this course (which I must 
_ wae — oe pores mr ge and bene ye mr 
y both polit parties) ev repeui of duty 
should have been — 1 a most thor- 
ough investigation, and whenever it was 
found practicable to ¢xport anything from the 
Uni States, and thus establish rec procity of 
trade, it should have been done * 
We encounter opposition to this policy from 
those who declared that if we enter into 
reciprocity of trade with one country we 
must do so with all countries, and thus in- 
directly bring about free trade. Ido not see 
the logic of thie and Iam sure the fact will not 
prove what is predicted. We may enter into 
reciprocity wiih another nation because we 
find advantage in it. We may decline 
to enter into 0 with 
another nation we see 
no advantage in it. Reciprocity ts simply 
a policy of circumstance to be determined 
favorably or adversely, according as its oper- 
ation may make or lose for us.

Coal That Has Seen Sold all Summer ag 
86 50 Per Ton, Seen to Be . so-. W. 
Sylvester Explains the Cause of the J 
—Edward Deve on the Subject— Another 
Rise Promised Before the Winter is 
Over, 


Monday morning coal will be % to 50 cents 
per ton higher than it is to-day,and from thas 
date du through the winter the rates will ad. 
vance. About six weeks ago the coal ming 
owners and operators met in New York ana 
raised the price of coal 2 cents 
per ton, causing an advance here of 25 cents 
per ton. It also caused an advance in Chicago 
and all Western cities. Through a general 
understanding coal dealers have decided to 
raise the prices, and on September 1 the rates 
will be advanced all over the West. 

HARD COAL PRICES. 

Tue ruling prices for hard coal are now, 
and have been for the past sixty days, 86. 8 
and $7 per ton, according to se, sald W. w. 
Sylvester, Treasurer of the Sylvester Coal Co., 
to-day. 

These prices, however, have been cut to a 
considerable extent on large orders, but on 
and after September 1 1 look for much 
firmer rates and greater unity of 
prices, to say nothing of an advance of 
25 cents or 50 cents, Which is bound to come. 
Should the ruling figures be $7 and F. 0 8 1 
anticipate, they will still be 25 cents lower 
than they were this time last year, as coal on 
September layear ago was selling for F. 
and 9 The reason for this annual anvance 
as fall comes upon us is apparent. 

‘*During spring and early summer months, 
in order to keep the mines in operation, the 
producess and railroads in conjuction make 

he lowest possible figures for delivery of 
anthracite coal in the Western This

Bellefontaine and Calvary Cemeteries to 
Be Brought Within Easy Reach—What 
the Read Is and Where It Goes—New 
City Hall Complications—Maj. Murphy's 
Discovery—Municipal Matters. 


A bill was introduced into the House of 
Delegates last night by Mr. Siesmund, 
authorizing the Eads Bridge, Fair Grounds 
& Cemetery Railroad Co. to construct an elec- 
„ tric railway. The line of the road is to 
be from Third and Locust streets, north to 
O’Falion, thence to Seventh, thence to 
Cass avyenne, thence west to Ninth, 
thencs north to Mullanphy, west to Nine- 
teenth, thence to Benton, thence to Twenty- 
second, north to Hebert street, west to Twen- 
ty-fifth, north to Palm, thence to Parnell, 
thence to Barrett, thence to Grand avenue, to 
Lee, to Newstead, to Florrissant, passing 
Bellefontaine to the south gate of Calvary 
cemetery. The incorporetors are D. B. 
Gould, Jas. Bannerman, D. P. Rowland, J. 
M. Loring, L. G. McNajr, John B. Rankin, E. 
H. Linley, aud Pulaski Langalier. 

In a conversation with Mr. David B. Gould 
to-day that gentieman gave much information 
as to the plans ef the project, etc. 

The necessity for a line covering the terri- 
tory through which we propose to extend 
ours, he said, has been apparent for some 
time. There is at present no method of 
transportation to and from Bellefontaine and 
Calvary, and only last Sunday there were 
three or four thousand people out there 
who were put to serious inconvenience 
by the lack of proper transfer facilities. The 
portion of the city through which we pass has 
inadequate railway facilities also. I hold that 
the development of this city dates from the 
time of the construction of the first cabie 
lines. Rapid transportation does more to 
develop a portion of a city than any other 
agency. There are many beautiful tracts of 
lana lying along our line which would make 
as desirable homesteads as any in 8t. Louis 
were they couvenient to an electric or cable 
line. We propose to furnisn an electric line 


which will meet this necessity. The criticism 
has often been passed that St. Louis has fewer 
outlying additions that are a credit to it than 
any city of ite sizein the country. We are 
going to try and rectify this condition. While 
we feel that the investment will bring no prof - 
itable returns for two or three years, it must 
eventually do so. We have not as yet agreed 
upon the system, but will look them all over 
and get the best. We want to make the trip 
from Third and Locust to the south 
gate of Calvary in about 40 minutes. 
If it is to the interest of the promoters, we will 
extend the line and open up the large tracts 
lying north of the city.’’ 

The ordinance was given first reading last 
night and every effort will be made to have it 

assed in the shortest possibie time. The

Having Muloted Him. , 


This morning Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Dierkes issued a warrant, charging J.

Baum went to the place and was met by a 
well-dressed young man, who introduced 
himself as J. Finney. He said be had inserted 
the advertisement, but told 
that he late to 
job, as just sent a 
to Kansas City that day. He advised him to 
watch the papers, however, as he wonld want 
a man te go to Springfield in a few days. 
Bauer kept his eye oben as directed and on 
the 26th inst. saw the advertisement. He 
called at the Emilie Building again and 
signed a contract to work for J. 
Finney & Co. three months at asalary of $60 
per month. He was to go to 
Springfield, III., and canvass for a line of 
books. The young man was told that he 
would have to make a deposit of $25 to pay for 
the outfit, whlch would be sent to him at 
Springfield by express the following day. 
Bauer went to Springfleld that same even- 
ing and the following morning appeared at 
the express offices for his outfit. Noth- 
ing had come. He waited an entire 
day and then telegraphed to J. Finney & Co. 
asking what was the matter. He received no 
answer. Anotherday passed and he became 
suspicious, He telegraphed his employers to 
send him dis outfit or return his ° 
There was no reply. Yesterday evenin 
Bauer returned to 88. Louis and went a 
once to the Emilie Building. J. Finney 
was not in. The young man made a 
second calithis morning and demanded the 
return of his money. Finney refused to ac- 
cede to his request. Neither would he give 
Bauer an outfit, claiming that he had not fol- 
lowed his instruction. Thekey to the door 
was on the table. Seeing that argument was 
useless Bauer snatched it up, and before Fin- 
ney could realize his design had slammed 
the office door and locked it from 
the outside. With the key in his pocket 
Bauer rantothe Four Courts for an officer. 
Capt. Young detailed Officer Fuquaand the 
two started for Olive street. At the corner of 
Eleventh and Clark avenue they met Finney, 
who said he was on his way to the Four Courts 
to cause Bauer's for locking 
bim in his had es- 
caped by climbing over the transom. 
Finney was taken inte custody notwithsetand- 
ing his expostuiations. He has as yet made 
no statement of the trouble, offering, how- 
ever, t> bet the officer $50 to 10 cents that he 
was innocent. Robert Kuensler, 1407 Pine 
street, is a witness for the prosecution, 
he having answered one of Finney’s 
advertisements. The prisoner gives his age as 
twenty-three years, says he isa married man 
and lives at Kirkwood. Inquiries made by 
the police officers failed to disciose the stock 
of books which the prisoner claimed to have 
on hand. The case will be aired in the courts, 
as Bauer will remain im the city to see the 
thing through.

H. . MoOabe Explains the Killing eof Max 
Stein in Mexico. 


Sax ANTONIO, Tex., Aug. 30.—A brief an- 
nouncement of the murder of Max Stein, Dis- 
trics Judge of the Hidsigo County Circuit 
Court, was contained im the dispatches of 
August 19. He was ahot by the wife of ex- 
Judge H. P. McOabe, a bitter political enemy 
at Reynosa, Mexico, and no reasonable mo- 
tive could be ascribed until yesterday, when 
the following affecting appeal was received: 

Rernosa, Mexico, Aug. 20, 
To the American le: 

For two months | have been in my bed, dis. 
abled from a guushet wound in the foot. 
During this time my wife, Maria Inez, who its 
but 18 — old, almost from day to day has 
been followed and insulted by one Max Stein. 
He has even followed her with armed men, 
has questioned her virtue, and wrote a 
letter to the Sheriff of Karnes County, in 
which he expressed the belier that I was not 
married to her. She was brought to bed and 
confined . and our babe was lost 
all through these unheard of terrible slurs and 
slanders cast upon her by this same Stein, 
and defending that most dear to a woman 
her honor, she shot him through the heart and 
forever sealed the polluted lips of a slanderer 
of women’s virtue. The shooting occurred in 
Reynosa, Tamulpas, Mexico, on the 17th inst, 
She, my wife, is now in jallatthis place. We 
are, indeed,in need of financial aid. Gentlemen 
of America, can you belp my wife now in her 
sad plight?

The 
murderess, who is described as a beautiful 
woman, also knocked the Chief of Police 
down with her pistol and held a policeman at 
bay with the same weapon until she was dis- 
armed apd pinioned by a squad of soldiers. 
Mrs. McCabe’s husband, who held the position 
of County Judge of Carna County, Tex., 
for which he was ineligibie, had been recently 
unseated, his successor being Judge Stein.

He Writes an Essay of His Own on Politics 
That Has an Interest ef Ite Own—The 


Physical Side ef Practical Politics Has a 


Little Light Shed Upon Iteis an Agreea- 
bie Narrative Form. 


HAVE read with mia. 
giedjoy and despair 
the communieation 
from Mr. Thomas 
Platt which appeared 
in the paper a week 
ago. Lrejoiced to see 
that justly celebrated 
reformer come right 
out boldly and referm 
things, flat-footed, 
over his own signa: 

ture; but, asa young man, I despaired of at- 
talning that high standard of usefulness to 
my country which he exherts us to keep for- 
ever in view. 

Mr. Platt is quite right in saying that the 
reformation of politica isatask for youth 
to umdertake. It is littie use for a 
man who is getting along in life and 
cannet reasonably expect to kp able to 
‘‘hump himself’’ more than forty or 
ifty years longer, te tackle the purification 
ef politics, for he will prebably have te die 
and leave the job only about half done. The 
distinguished writer of that epistie bas been 
toiling for many days right here in New York 
State, and yet there is much tobe desired; 
while not even Tammany Hall has been able 
to purify the metropolis. 

Now asa young man 1 tried to doa little 
purifying ina mild way once, and thongh I 
didn’t make an entire success of it, my expe- 
rience and observation may be helpful to 
other young men who will be moved by Mr. 
Piatt’s appeal to embark in 
that line of business. It 1 
recall the facts of that interesting 
period aright I wasfghen living in the Second 
Ward of Boston. I remember that a well- 
known citizen named Gallagher, whose moral 
character was as beautiful asa fighting bull 
pup, had been nominated for alderman by 
one of the two parties. I really forget which 
one it was; but I know that the other party 
seemed likely to put up one Anderson, whose 
saloon bad a reeord of six more fights in three 
months than Gallagher’s had. I forget what 
his other qualifications for office were, but I 
know that sene of thesilk stocking element 


were kicking. 

It was at this juncture that some of the 
yeung men in the ward began te talk about 
reform. I can’t remember just what 

THEIR PLANS 

were, but I know that they proposed to nom- 
inate a decent man, and had been 7 work 
several days trying to find one when I joined 
the movement. I remarked that they needn’t 
leok any further, butthey did. This offended 
me so much that I split off from them tem po- 
rarily, and hunted up the Second Ward Inde- 
pendent Association witha view to offering 
my services. 


In the Caucus. ‘‘I Take the Chair.’’ 


I learned of the existence of this association 
from a oe in abarber’s shop, whieh an- 
nounced that the independents would give a 
grand, select ball the following week. I¢t 
struck meas a good idea to make politics 
pleasant lu this way. I found the headquar- 
ters ofthe association one floor below the 
ground atthe rear ofa saloon. When I en 
tered President Johnson, sitting on the end 
of a beer cask, was just desiing a jack- pot on 
the head of a barrel. Mr. Johrwson was the 
color of the ace of spades—which he had in 
his sleeve. Ilearned that the object of the 
association was to obtain recognition at the 
polis, but I did not find out just what amount 
of recognition in dollars and cents would be 
satisfactory. 

I was invited to join the association and 
come inte the jack-pot, butafter discovering 
where Mr. Johnson kept the aces I did not 
care to do either. However, not te give of- 
fense, I naid the assessment of $1, whereupon 
the Secretary and Treasurer, despite the Pres- 
ident’s protest, sent out for a new pack of 
eards and 

A QUART OF BEER. 

After thie experience I returned to the 
Young Men’s Keform Club. We were told, 
just as Mr. Piatt says, thatthe place to reform 
politics is inthe primary. We decided to go 
to the primary and run it right. By ascer- 
taining the number of votes cast at the last 
primary and dividing it by three we 
obtained a fairly accurate estimate of the at- 
tendance. Then we et about securing the 
pledges of allthe young men who bad the in- 
terests of their country at heart, and befere 
the nightef the caucus we gotso many that 
we felt sure of having a majerity on our side. 

We had determined to nominate agentieman 
of distinguiehed lineage and high moral 
character who had hitherto kept aloof from 
politics. He assured us by letter of his ac- 
ceptance, but regretted that a soctal engage- 
ment prevented him from attending the cau. 
cus. It was arranged that I should take the 
chair. I had had some experience ina de- 
bating society, and flattered myself that I 
eould preside with grace and dignity. 

We marched to the hall in a body. It was 
more nearly filled than we had anticipated; in 
fact it was entirely filled with tobacce smoke, 
the odor of which was perceptible at a dis-

were somewhat disappeinted at being obliged

young man, whose name was Brown, we 
never should have had any shew at ali in that 
caucus. But it was just like sport to him, 
He played that I was a foot- Ball, and he 
secured a touch dewn with me on the railing 
in just ten seconds after the game began.

reallzed what was going on and they crowded 
upon us. Brown put his back against me, as 
I hune over the rail, and received the on- 
slaught on bis ample chest.

When we got upen the platform Brow im- 
mediately descended into the crowd 4 
his respects te some of the toughs who 
been particularly offensive.

Slices of nice home- 
made dread at least a day old are out in ob- 
long pieces (freed from the crust) about Aux 
Ii inches in size;or im little circles with a 
cake cutter, about two inches in diameter. 


These slices should be a quarter of an inch 
thick. Assoonas a sufficient number are cut 
begin tossing them in a saute pan with a little 
butter.
